When the birds nre flrst confined for 
fattening purposes they should be fed 
lightly for two to three days, after 
which they may be furnished all that 
(liry will clean up In IV) minutes, two 
or three times u day. Their heaviest 
meal for the day should nlwaya be the 
last oue. Coinprehenaive experiments 
by the United Btatea daparUaeat of 
agrienltnro abow ttat It takai »M 
pounds of grata ta p tedaea aaa pevad 
of gain OB ffettealBt parttry. Vaaally 
It costa considerably mora to fatten 
mature bens than It does to flesh up 
cockerels and younger stock. Accord- 
ing to the experience of the depart- 
ment specialists, tba general parpoae 
birds are the naat dMinMa tut MtiB- 
Ing purposes. 

As a rule the fattening period usu- 
ally lasts from seven to seventeen 
days, during which time the fowls are 
confined in coops. The younger or 
smaller birds give good results where 
they are fed for the longer period. 
What has been said in the foregoing 
paragraphs applies with equal foroa to 
the fattening of all ponltrj.

Christ himself descended to 
Sheol or Hades, and told the dying 
thief te woaM te with him ttet day 
In Paradlaa (Late a8:aB4). « 

Sinte tte aaeiailia «( dar Lord, the 
locatloa of Paiadtoa aeamo dianged; 
Stephen looted "wtf late tearon and 
saw Jeam (Acta TM) aad Vml was 
caught "up" to the third heaven, to 
Pnrndlse (II Cor. 12:2-4). It la sug- 
gested In Fidieslnns 4:8 that when 
Christ nsceivliMl he delivered from Sheol 
or Hndes nil the righteous dead, from 
Abel onward, and carried tliem with 
him Into the presence of Ood. Hence 
we nnderstan<i that In this age the 
righteous depart to he with Christ In 
Paradise which Is on high. 
The state of the dead In Christ 
R a restful one. They "aleep in (or 
through) Jesna" (I Theaal 4:14). He 
died, baarlag oar ataa oa tte eroaa; 
ttecauae of thla fhct wa do not die, 
btit rather (M to Blaep. Beat la very 
attractive In tide weary world; the 
power of thla attractloa ta auggested 
by the fact that Boddhlam. the re- 
ligion having the largeat aamiier of 
adherents, holds out onaihHatioB aa 
the chief boon for man. 

Are the Dead Cow ae toa a t 
The state of th^ dead In Chlst ia a 
fonscious one. Some have Inferred 
froiri the scriptural language about 
<li ep that the soul slumbers In the In- 
lerino<Ilate state. fltit the Scripture 
nowhere asserts that the souls of the 
ili iid are asleep. Kven In normal sleep 
ive are (pilte conscious. Charles Spur- 
c.'on once arose from his bed, light- 
ed a lamp and wrote the full outline of 
a sermon which he preached the next 
morning. Yet he was sound asleep 
while writing the sermon and could 
hardly beUeve tte taottaMiay of hia 
own eyea whaa te aaw tte tedtna on 
his dank la tta mofalng, Tte Bible 
clearly teactea ttat tte dead are con- 
scious. If It wore otherwlae how could 
I'uul eay It would te better for him 
to depart ta te wttk Otetat thaa to ro> 
main on earth ta mark tor hte (PhU. 
l:28)t 

The state of the righteous dead Is a 
blessed one. The expressions used In 
the Scripture to descrltie It are full 
of HigiilfiCMnce. I'or example. Para- 
dise was a name upplleil to a king's 
park and suggests ordered and stately 
beauty, together with noble society. 
The dead are aald to he "at home with 
the Lord" (II Cor. 6:8 B. Y.) Aa one 
baa put It, home ta "tte aceae where 
oar whote hetag to ta awoot aad Tlvld 
hanaony wltfe aarroaadtaga." We 
gHero ofor aar departed (Haada aa tt 
they ted gone out tato a world «d' 
mystery where they will te strangan 
and III at ease. How blessed to know 
that they are "at home with the Lord I" 
They do not wuit even a single mo- 
ment to eater Into this bllaa, for "to de- 
part to to te «Ml Okitat" (FhO. 1:28).

Finally, the atate of the dead may 

be described as an unclothed one. Paul 
epeaka In n Cor. S of the "earthly 
house of this tabernacle" being dis- 
solved. He goes on to suy. In 
verses two to four: "For in tills we 
groan, earnestly dtslriiiK lo lie clothed 
upon with our house wlilcli is from 
heaven : If so be that being clothed 
we shall not be found naked. For 
we tbiit are In this tabernacle do 
groun, being burdened: not for that 
we would to nndotbed, but clothed 
upon, ttet mortality might to awal- 
lowed ap ad lite" In otter words, 
white glad at tte proq>ect of tolng 
aboeat from tte body becauae te wonld 
te at home with the Lord, yet he doea 
not consider thla the hlgbeat possible 
boon. The Intermediate atate would 
find him nnclotbad, without a body. 
Paul evidently felt he would not be 
perfect until he received a glorified 
body. Hence he hoped that the Lord 
himself nii;.'ld come before dealli over- 
took liini so thut be might be "clothed 
upon," as with a garment, wltli his 
house from heaven.

Then apply oil on the spindle whlcli 
revolvcK. The oil should be worked 
Mirough the bearings from end to end. 
You can now refill the pen and wipe 
off the ezceaa oil. A heavy cyltader 
oil la beat for this purpooe. To un- 
acrew tte porta of a foaataln pen 
which teTt beeoma aat, aiaraly beat 
tto pw with hot water or by holdlag 
it aaar a daaM^ tet te caraCai aot 
to get too hot for there ta danger of 
melting. While' peo to heated a allcht
